Tue first move attacking in court the Federal 
income law upon corporations was made in Cleveland, 
Ohio, on January 10, when Lewis W. Jared of Chi- 
cago filed a suit in the United States Circuit Court 
aiming to stop the collection of the tax. It is alleged 
in the complaint that the law is unconstitutional. Mr. 
Jared is a stockholder of the $5,000,000 American 
Multigraph Company and brought suit in behalf of 
that company. While the suit primarily attacks the 
tax law, it is directed against the company instead 
of the government, and asks the court to hold that 
the company should not be allowed to pay the tax. 
The contention that the law is unconstitutional is 
based upon the allegation that it is not uniform in its 
operation as it excludes companies whose net income 
is less than $5,000 a year and that the law demands of 
companies information of a private character.

All social observers agree that one of 
the most menacing features of our age is the num- 
ber of young boys entering into manhood without 
knowledge of a skilled trade. The boy going out of 
school can usually find ready employment for a few 
dollars a week, but this more often than not means 
taking the place of a man at boy’s pay, and in due 
time the boy finds that as he grows to be a man, he 
is tied down to the level on which he began. 

Sir John Knill, the new lord mayor of London, 
has made it the primary feature of his administration 
to revive the apprenticeship system, and to this end 
asks the assistance of the city companies so that a 
definite. scheme can be launched with an adequate 
financial support. Already the response from trades- 
men who can look beyond next week know that the 
improvement of labor will not only be beneficial to 








themselves, but to the nation, has been such as to be 
most encouraging to the success of the lord mayor’s 
scheme. A revival of the apprenticeship system in 
some practical form to meet the changed conditions 
of our time, which will give experience and practical 
knowledge only to be acquired by living in the work- 
shop, is as much needed in America as it is in England. 








LHE MOVEMENT Of Brazilian rubber at the begin- 

ning of the present season of 1909-1910 is under con- 

ditions which have had no parallel in 

High Prices the trade for many years, if ever before, 
of : in 

Rubber, 2¢COrding to Consul-General George E. 

Anderson of Rio de Janeiro. The ex- 
ports of Brazilian rubber for the year ended June 30, 
1909, were almost exactly the same as those for the 
year ended June 30, 1907, and yet the value of the 
exports of Brazilian rubber in the past year was about 
120 per cent of the value of the crop in 1906-7 and 
about 187 per cent of the value of the exports in 
1907-8. The entries in Brazil, as measured by the en- 
tries at Para, were 38,098 tons in 1906-7, 36,650 tons 
in 1907-8, and 38,065 tons in 1908-9. Of the ship- 
ments for the past year 19,200 tons were for Europe 
and 19,050 tons for the United States, the stock on 
hand therefore having been drawn upon to some ex- 
‘tent. The visible supply of Para rubber at the begin- 
ning of the present season is placed at 3,132 tons, as 
compared with 4,634 tons at the same time the year 
before. 

The value of the rubber shipped during the past year 
measures prices for the product which have been with- 
out precedent, the range of prices in the past two 
years being greater than that measured by a similar 
product in the same time within modern commercial 
history. In February, 1908, rubber was quoted at 
about 66 cents per pound. In July, 1909, before the 
crop season closed, prices were $2.10 per pound. High 
prices have been charged for the rubber stock since 
November, 1908, but the prices did not go above $1.50 
a pound until the two last months of the year. It 
seems to be generally agreed that prices will remain 
high during the current season. In the first place, it 
is understood that certain interests have combined to 
maintain the price. In a general way, also, with 
products like rubber, it requires/about a year to read- 
just supplies to demand after there has been an over- 
supply and a reaction which led to an undersupply. 
While there is prospect of high prices for the imme- 
diate future, and probably for the current crop season, 
such high prices will doubtless stimulate production 


. and lead to a reaction the other way. 


The chief element in the situation, however, which 
is likely not only to lead to lower prices, but also is 
reasonably certain to bring about regularity in sup- 
plies, and therefore a more permanent price range, is 
the plantation rubber supply. The supply of rubber 
from plantations in the far East during the current 
year is placed at 4,000 tons by practically all authori- 
ties. The actual present acreage in rubber plantations 
in the east at present is placed at from 520,000 to 600,- 
ooo acres. The rubber production from such planta- 
tions, as they come into bearing, is placed generally at 
about one ton of rubber to 10 acres of plantation. The 
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16 THE AMERICAN ARTISAN 
immediate supply from such source—a supply to be 
fully realized in the course of three or four seasons— 
will unquestionably reach from 60,000 to 70,000 tons, 
or substantially the equivalent of the present world 
supply. 

If the demand for rubber increases at the present 
rate the world ought to be consuming in, say, 1914 
about 105,000 tons. What the total world production 
will be at that time is of course problematical, but it 
looks as though plantations would be producing more 
than enough to supply the world market. Such supply 
will be reasonably regular, will be based upon a known 
cost price, and it is quite evident that there will be no 
occasion for the immense variations. in price which 
have characterized the rubber market for the past two 
years in a way to not only carry many losses to manu- 
facturers, but also to embarrass them in manufacturing 
for a market even near at hand. In the meanwhile the 
rubber plantation business has become so prosperous 
that its prosperity carries danger with it. There is 
strong probability that the magnificent dividends pai¢ 
by rubber plantation companies the last two years will 
lead to too great an extensionMof acreage.

with ill-success, to build up trade 

in Latin-America. It has been sending out to 
a Spanish-speaking tradé catalogues of its wares 
with their prices printed in English and accom- 
panying them, soliciting letters written in Span- 
ish; it has also demanded cash payments for its goods ; 
it then wondered why a lively Latin-American trade 
did not follow ; and it wrote the American consul for 
-an explanation. It got what it wanted. 

Consul Manning not only pointed out the 
firm’s folly in sending English catalogues into South 
America, but enlightened it somewhat as to European 
methods of trade-getting among the Latin-Americans. 
The European merchant sends his “drummers” down 
there, and they make the acquaintance of prospective 
customers personally; these salesmen investigate the 
standard of the men to whom they seek to sell goods, 
and when it is satisfactory their firms do not hesitate 
to give sixty, ninety or one hundred and eighty days’ 
credit. The European sends exactly what is ordered, 
packs and marks it to suit the buyer and in every 
way tries to be accommodating. 


To the south of Mexico are forty-five million people 


living, in several of the countries of the continent, in 
a fairly advanced state of civilization. The trade of 
Latin-America is valuable now and is growing more 
valuable with each year. That trade we have allowed 
Europe to get the bulk of.. And Europe will continue 
to get more and more of it unless we change our 
methods. If we want the valuable South and Central 
American trade, it is evident that we will have to 
“set after’ it as our business men seek their home 
market. 

Yes, and we will have to “get after” it in other 
ways, too. If we set down the Latin-American as 
always approachable in business in the same way that 
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an American is, the Europeans will continue to beat 
us in that trade. We have got to study the Latin- 
American character as well as the trade demands of 
that people. And the knowledge requested for our 
purpose cannot be acquired in a day or a decade. But 
their study ought to begin today. 








WHEN the United States Steel Corporation was 
formed it became at once the leading text and hor- 
rible example of “the crime of watered 


A Lesson in stock.” It was alleged that the entire 
Watered “i h ° | ] =) f ° > 
Stock. physical value” of its properties was 


represented by its preferred stock and 
bonds, and that the $500,000,000 or so of. common 
stock represented nothing but “water,” which the pub- 
lic were to be “defrauded” into buying and were to 
be “taxed” to pay dividends on. 

For the sake of brevity let us assume that the 
$500,000,000 of common stock was all “water’’—that 
it represented nothing tangible. Of course, what it 
really represented was organized skill in production, 
established trade, probability of success, and the rest 
of the factors conveniently described as “good will.” 
But let us disregard, for the sake of brevity in the 
illustration, all these facts, and for the sake of argu- 
ment admit that this $500,000,000 of common stock 
was all “water’—that its value was wholly imaginary 
and that purchasers of it were just “taking a gamb- 
ler’s chance.” Nevertheless a good many people, who 
are not regarded as “gamblers,”’ but as prudent in- 
vestors, thought this “chance” was worth taking. So 
many of them took it, year after year, that there are 
now probably between 60,000 and 70,000 holders of 
the common stock. Now let us see what has happened 
to them. 

Have they lost their money? Well, they don’t think 
so. Steel common is not waste paper by any means. 
Pretty fair, though somewhat irregular, dividends 
have been paid on it, and it sells in open market 
around go. Few of the buyers paid that much for 
it, probably none of them who took what was called 
“the gambler’s. chance.” 

Why has this happened? Well, in the nine years 
of its existence United States Steel has spent nearly 
$400,000,000 for new construction and $220,000,000 
for repairs. It has put into its properties $620,000,000, 
or 42 per cent of its capitalization, including bonded 
debt. It has put into its properties about $114,000,- 
ooo over and above the par value of its entire issue of 
common stock, which is $506,473,400. In addition the 
company has shown net earnings in nine years of 
$1,020,177,014. Out of this it has paid interest of 
bonds, $179,545,196; dividends, $328,091,869, depre- 
ciation and replacement, $177,714,854; sinking fund, 
$49,722,155; various charges, $8,167,939. In other 
words, debts have been paid and profits divided to the 
total of $743,242,013, leaving a net surplus on Septem- 
ber 30, 1909, of $301,935,100. 

No wonder that Steel common is selling around 90 
and that people who believed that the company would 
be a success and bought its “watered stock” are feel- 
ing quite comfortable over the results. Now, it would 
have been quite possible, of course, for United States 
Steel to have been just as successful without any 
“watered stock.” It could have issued only so many 
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shares or bonds as would have represented the tangible 
value of its properties. The men who made it could 
have agreed among themselves to allow nothing what- 
ever for “good will” as a present value. But what 
would have been the results? Why, the United States 
Steel Corporation would have been today a joint stock 
company something like the Standard Oil Company, 
for instance. Its chief benefits and its profits would 
have been confined to a few hundred men and not 
directly distributed among 60,000 or 70,000 people. 
This is not written to defend stock “watering’”’ as 
a method or the United States Steel Corporation as an 
illustration of that method. It is written merely to 
call attention to some facts, and to ask the men who 
insist that “watered stock” always is and must be a 
crime whether it would be better to have United 
States Steel a joint stock corporation or what it is. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

Popularity is a frail craft, sailing an uncertain sea. 
Brief was the lapse of time between the days when all 
Rome hailed and applauded Pompey and the days 
when those same Romans hissed and jeered him,, Po- 
litical popularity is the very essence of sham. It is the 
old story, oft repeated, “The king is dead, long live 
the king!’ John Adams, one of the greatest Americans, 
a man popular in his day among thinking men, died, 
as he himself expressed it, “leaving nothing for an in- 
heritance but the contempt, hatred, and malice of the 
world.” Popularity is a delusive and an elusive bauble. 
Newton regretted having .parted with so substantial 
a blessing as his quiet to “run after a shadow.” “Pop- 
ularity,” said Lord Mansfield, “may be obtained with- 
out merit and lost without a fault.” Lord Clive, “the 
creator of the Indian Empire,” was in his day the pop- 
ular idol of England. A few years later remorse at 
the public neglect drove him to suicide. Some of the 
mummified remains of the most popular kings of an- 
cient Egypt have, in more recent years, been used for 
fuel. 





“Imperious Caesar, dead and turn’d to clay, 
Might stop a hole to keep the wind away.” 

The love of popularity often leads men to their ruin, 
for it generally has for a side partner that luring and 
ensnaring siren, conviviality. Recall that galaxy of 
“stars” that illuminated the dramatic firmament of the 


recent past—men and women whose popularity made 


them highly profitable to the box office. Their laurels 
are withered and their names all but forgotten. “To 
be forgotten,” says Waite, “is sadder than to be un- 
known.” Applause is welcome music, but its echo is 
too often a heartache. Admiral Sampson drank from 
the cup of popularity, but a fickle, unthinking, impul- 
sive public sent him to his grave before his time, a 
broken-hearted hero. Though he lost his popularity, 
in the hands of the impartial historian of the future 
his fame will be secure. “All men are fond of glory,” 
says Disraeli, “but it is sometimes purchased at too 
great a cost.” Admiral Dewey’s popularity was as 
extreme as it was fleeting. We overwhelm with our 
homage to-day the hero whom we forget to-morrow. 
Books, like men, are fickle favorites. Who can forget 
the tremendous popularity of “Trilby” and of “David 
Harum”? To-day they barely escape oblivion. No- 
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toriety is often mistaken for fame, but the one is upon 
the eternal qualities that endure. Thirst for popular- 
ity has. proved to be many a man’s Waterloo. It re- 
quires a perfect poise to withstand the temptations of 
popularity, but it is far better to deserve well of one’s 
self. The deserved appreciation of a discriminating 
few is better worth while than the idle plaudits of the 
fickle many. Popularity is a brittle plaything easily 
broken in time of success.

Fortune is fickle. Success is substantial. A turn 
in the market has swept away many a fortune. No 
panic, war or pestilence could rob Garibaldi, Peabody 
and Lincoln of their success. Bulwer-Lytton was a 
man of wealth, but he owes none of his success to 
that fact.

He was the very embodiment of in- 
dustry. He inherited and he left a fortune, but he 
left something far better than wealth. “Eugene 
Aram,” “The Last Days of Pompeii,” “The Caxtons,” 
and his many other novels and dramas are his monu- 
ments—the lasting proofs of his success. Success is 
a fruit that sometimes hangs on the lower branches— 
within reach of the mediocre man. There may be 
comfort for us all in the conclusion of Charles Ben- 
ton, who says: “Experience shows that success is due 
less to ability than to zeal.” Many a man has atoned 
for his lack of talent by emphasizing his energy. The 
successful man is not always one who parades the 
highway. Along the humblest footpaths we often 
find the ideal happiness—and that is the acme of suc- 
cess. But there are those who always spell the word 
with three dollar marks—$ucce$$. By this token 
many a man is written down a failure who holds high 
title to the highest honors. Next to wealth, men class 
fame as an element of success. In truth, fame and 
success are only chance acquaintances. “That man,” 
says Beecher, “is a pauper who has only outward suc- 
cess.” No man can rightfully rate himself successful 
who has purchased his success at the cost of his 
conscience. Don’t put success upon a pedestal so high 
as to be all but unattainable. Do your best! Regard 
the rights of all! Remember Longfellow’s words:

The accompanying illustration shows the “Search- 
light. Utility” Return Flue Floor Heater, that has 
been put on the market by The Utility Stove & Range 
Co., 216 Board of Trade Building, Indianapolis, Ind. 
This stove has a capacity of 1,133 cubic inches in the 
hot air circulating flue, and has 4,177 square inches 
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of direct and indirect radiating surface, it is claimed. 
The manufacturers state that in this stove anthracite 


coal can be properly burned, and, that as a heater, 
it is the “marvel of the century.” “A furnace on the 
Parlor Floor,” is how they describe it. 

A few of the distinctive features of the “Search- 
light Utility” return flue floor heater, are here enumer- 
ated: The fire-pot is exposed, permitting direct radia- 
tion of heat into the room or space to be heated, and 
it is of such construction that the heat is radiated to 
the floor for a space of five feet around the stove. 
The fire-pot is deep and permits a volume of fuel that 
will maintain a steady, even heat, day or night. The 
rake grate does away with clinkers, the poke hole and 
the annoyance of using a poker. The ball-bearing re- 
moves the annoyance of squeak and noise and works 
easily. The Duplex grate is large and is easy to dump, 
removing all sediment quickly. The dust flue, located

in the front of the fire-pot leading up from the ash-pit, 
disposes of the fine ashes when the grate is shaken, 
through the interior of the stove into the stove pipe 
flue and thence to the outside through the chimney.

The 
mica opening in the base front permits a visible ash- 
pit and closes up the opening of the Duplex grate and 
shaking grate bars, and makes it airtight.

“Along the side wall we had a gun rack filled with 
single and double-barreled shot guns, and above this 
a number of ‘Keen Kutter’ safety razor signs.

11, in the hall of the Chicago Architectural Club, the 
members were addressed by Dr. W. A. Evans of the 
Health Department of Chicago, Dr. G. H. Hurty, 
Commissioner for the Indiana State Board of Health, 
Indianapolis ; Dr, William Winslow of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, Boston; Dr. Bell and 
Dr. Tenney of the Chicago Health Department. 

Dr. Evans was the first speaker. He called Atten- 
tion to the lack of co-ordination between the sanitary 
experts and the ventilating engineers, stating that this 
lack of co-ordination was probably responsible for the 
lack of development of the ventilating science, the en- 
gineer, of course, doing his work in order to accom- 
plish certain results deemed advisable by the sanitary 
experts. In the speaker’s estimation, the ventilating 
methods in use at the present date needed revision to 
be adapted to the mode of understanding the effects 
of impure air. The speaker believed that the present 
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system of ventilation should be remodeled to conform 
to these new conditions, and that in order to accom- 
plish this a conference or commission consisting of 
from three to six sanitary experts and a like number 
of ventilating engineers should be appointed and that 
at a meeting of this commission the sanitary portion 
should outline what they would like to have accom- 
plished and engineers should state how this result 
could be brought about. Through such a commission 
it was hoped that beneficial results would be derived. 

Dr. Evans was followed by Dr. Hurty, who outlined 
what had been accomplished in Indiana and what had 
been attempted. The State Board of Health of In- 
diana is accomplishing far more than is attempted in 
Illinois and is a great deal ahead of the western cit- 
ies, he said. Dr. Hurty felt that the present. methods 
were about the best that could be used, considering’the 
practicability of the installations. He earnestly so- 
licited the co-operation of the American Society of 
Heating and Ventilating Engineers and urged the ap- 
pointment of a commission as suggested by Dr. Evans. 
He called attention to the splendid results obtained 
from the modern fresh air schools and the effect of the 
pure air thus obtained upon backward and _ weakly 
pupils. He volunteered any assistance that the State 
of Indiana could give, and along the lines of compul- 
sory ventilation gave a number of interesting and in- 
structive suggestions, ‘ 

Dr. Hurty was followed by Dr. Winslow, who 
brought up a number of interesting points, supporting 
Dr. Evans in his original suggestion of a joint com- 
mission. 

A discussion followed which resulted in the Ameri- 
can Society of Heating and Ventilating Engineers tak- 
ing action toward appointing its quota of representa- 
tives and Dr. Evans promising the co-operation of his 
Department toward having this commission given offi- 
cial standing. It is believed that the results of the 
discussion will pave the way for the betterment of ven- 
tilation methods and their application. 

The matter will be brought up at the annual meet- 
ing of the Heating and Ventilating Engineers on Jan- 
‘uary 18, 19 and 20 in New York City, and will again 
be discussed and further action taken upon it at the 
next regular meeting of the Illinois Chapter of the so- 
ciety to be held the second Monday in February.

NEW PLAN TO UTILIZE WIND POWER. 








“There’s enough wind energy goes to waste every 
day to turn every wheel in the world ten times over,” 
declares Fomer Busby, inventor, who has worked out 
a system of generating, storing, and distributing 
energy, which he says will put the coal mines out of 
business. 

He proposes a large reservoir into which huge 
windmills are constantly pumping compressed air. 
Then that compressed air is used to operate any ma- 
chinery. He says that simply by adding to the num- 
ber of windmills the horse power developed can be 
increased. “It will not be putting it too strongly 
to say that there can be millions of horse power in 
energy concentrated, which can be turned on at will, 
by a proper system of pipe lines and reservoirs,” he 
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says. “It must not be imagined that the windmills 
would be the ordinary kind. They would be immense 
steel mills, with arms fifty feet or more across and 
capable of developing at least twenty-five horse 
power each.” 

Busby proposes that immense steel towers 500 feet 
high be erected and a separate windmill be placed at 
each 100 foot level, so as to catch the breezes at 
each height. He says at the top there will be strong 
air currents all'the time, to keep the compressor at 
work storing up power. The storage reservoirs will 
be in the city streets, like water mains, to be tapped 
for manufacturing or to run the engines which pro- 
duce electricity for lighting, cooking, and heating. 
At convenient points these monster towers will rear 
their heads above the highest buildings gathering 
the power from the air currents above. In like man- 
ner lateral mains will be laid to the suburbs, furnish- 
ing electric light and heat there. Monster generat- 
ing stations, as each multiple mill will be in reality. 
will be located there also, supplying not only enough 
power for the suburbs, but for the city also. 

“It’s a matter of simple arithmetic,” declares Busby. 
“The windmills can be placed as close together as 
telegraph poles and one above the other on a tower 
and still the power in the air can’t all be used. By 
adding to the mills either way the power in the reser- 
voir can be increased to any figure.”

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AN INTERESTING LITTLE CIRCULAR FROM 
W. H.-BARNARD.

We feel that our business is a convenience to 
the citizens generally, because we are called upon at 
any and all times to do certain jobs of work here 
and there and everywhere, and the deductions that 
we have to make on accounts in order to obtain peace- 
ful settlements are simply appalling.” 

The points brought out in Mr. Barnard’s circular 
relative to “kicking” customers are so well taken 
that the circular is herewith re-printed in full: 

A SUGGESTION. 

“John Doe & Co. keep a very handy shop. They 
employ workmen—steady, faithful men—and every 
effort is made to serve their customers promptly. 
When cold weather comes, or maybe moving day, the 
citizens generally know that John Doe & Co. are 
pretty prompt people and something is urgently want- 
ed to be done. Maybe the range boiler has sprung a 
leak. Maybe the sewer has become stopped, and in 
consequence the plumbing fixtures cannot be used. 
Maybe a range must be set up to get supper on. No 
matter what it is, “Telephone to John Doe & Co. and 
have them:send right up and attend to it.’ ‘“Ting-a- 
ling, ting-a-ling,’ the telephone rings, and Mr. Doe 
answers, ‘This is Doe & Co.; what is the matter?’ The 
answer comes, ‘Send a Plumber at once; we must 
have so and so done at once; it’s an urgent job and 
must be done!’ 

“John Doe communicates with his foreman, who 
says: ‘Say, I can’t send today, unless I stop a man 
on a job that he is doing for some one else.’ ‘Can't 
help it,’ says the boss. ‘This customer depends upon 
us and must have his job done tonight.’ Consequently 
the workman is temporarily taken off the ‘other’ job 
and his melted lead or solder gets cold; he lays this 
job aside and is hurried off to serve the other custom- 
er. He goes over to the other house (probably three 
miles away) to see what is wanted and finds that a 
little piece of pipe—probably 434 inches long—is 
wanted. He comes back to the shop again (three 
miles more) to cut it out, and he returns with it 
(three miles more) and fixes the job, cozy and nice, 
and returns to the shop again (three miles), making 
a total of twelve miles, and gives in his charge. 

“He then returns to his former job, starts his fire 
again, and possibly in a half hour after he returns he 
again has his lead melted and commences or his other 
job where he {eft off ; and in doing so he loses a half 
hour, uses more fuel, etc. But, whose loss is this? The 
boss’s, of course; because had he not been so accom- 
modating he would not have stopped the man on his 
job to serve the customer. The boss has done a job 
for the customer that has been of great comfort to 
him. He has put up the stove late in the day, and 
the customer’s family can have a good hot supper on 
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tomer’s needs. Does the customer appreciate this? 
Let’s see! 

“After a while John Doe sends his bill in for the 
job. It is $5.00. It is true that Doe. made $2.50, but 
what does the customer say? ‘Why, Mr. Doe, this is 
robbery! Your man did not take more than fifteen 
minutes on this job, and I want you to look over your 
bill and render ‘me a bill for what the job ought to 
cost (according to my ideas) and I will pay it.’ John 
Doe generally takes the bill and says to himself: ‘Rob- 
bery! My customer says that J have tried to rob him!’ 
That’s what Doe & Co. get for trying to help some one 
out of trouble!

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HARDWARE. 

Business continues quite good in the hardware trade. 
The market is firm at prevailing prices, and the under- 
tone is good. Manufacturers report active conditions 
and a good line of work in prospect. In the 
retail trade dealers report a fairly good de- 
mand and generally satisfactory prices are be- 
ing received. Locally about the best demand is 
from the building interests who, because of the amount 
of construction now in process and contemplated, are 
good buyers of Builders’ Hardware. The presence of 
wintry weather has given rise to a fair demand for 
seasonable goods. Trade, however, is still somewhat 
interfered with by the fiscal changes that are usual at 
this time of the year, and the volume of work is con- 
sequently lessened. Wire nails continue in good de- 
mand, and cut nails are fairly active.

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08; $2.18 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers ’car lots, $2.08, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $2.03, and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net. 
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FURNACES AND FURNACE PIPE. 


A general advance in prices of furnaces was prac- 
tically decided upon at a meeting of furnace manufac- 
turers held recently in Cleveland, Ohio. A 10 per cent 
advance on furnace pipe and fittings was also an- 
nounced by manufacturers of these commodities at'a 
meeting held in Chicago. Some eastern manufacturers 
are reported to have withdrawn prices, which, it is be- 
lieved, is tantamount to a general advance in the price 
of furnaces in that section. 





TIN PLATE. 


The demand for tin plate is active and the tone of 
the market is strong. Manufacturers declare that 
shipments of tin plate during 1909 were the largest in 
the history of the industry in this country. The Ameri- 
can Sheet & Tin Plate Co. are now operating 180 mills.

COPPER. 

There is a stronger feeling noted in the market for 
ingot copper, largely due to the more favorable show- 
ing made in the Copper Producers’ statement issued 
on January 10. After the first glow of approval, how- 
ever, considerable disappointment was expressed re- 
garding the failure to show the expected increase in 
consumption. The decrease in the surplus was partial- 
ly brought about by a falling off in production, the total 
output for the last month being the smallest of any 
month since June. 

Another disappoining feature was an increase in the 
European stocks of over 8,000,000 pounds for the 
month and nearly 125,000,000 pounds for the year. 
The total stocks in the United States and Europe, Jan- 
uary I, were 225,912,466 pounds, against 370,178,911 
pounds a year ago. That any reduction was made in 
American stocks is 4 matter of encouragement, and 
the size of the reduction, over 11,250,000 pounds, was 
particularly grateful to the bulls who have waited so 
long for a better market. 

Electrolytic copper is firmly held at 14c, and the 
producers of the best Lake brands are asking 144%@ 
14%4c, though there is very little demand at these fig- 
ures. Some of the larger consumers are in the mar- 
ket, but.no large transactions have yet been reported. 
The London market has rallied a little, the last clos- 
ing being easy at £61 7s 6d for spot and £62 6s 3d for 
futures. This is an advance for the week of 6s 3d on 
spot and 5s on futures. |

For large lots 
40@48c is asked, while 50@6oc is asked for less than 
ton lots. 


COKE. 


There is a fairly good demand for coke and the mar- 
ket is steady. For first-class old basin Connellsville 72- 
hour foundry coke $3.25(@3.50 is asked for the first six 
months of this year. Furnace coke is quoted at from 
$2.50@2.75 for the first half of this year. 


STEEL. 

There is a great deal Of activity in steel making cir- 
cles, the first week of the new year having shown a 
good amount of new orders placed, though perhaps 
not on quite the lines expected. The railroads con- 
tinue to be active operators in the steel market, but the 
business from that source for the week was in the rail 
department rather than in bridges and equipment. Con- 
tracts for about 60,000 tons of rails have been closed 
during the week, which, in addition to 2,300 cars or- 
dered, make a very good week’s business. There are 
still contracts pending for about 8,000 cars, and some 
good rail contracts are still undecided. 

In structural steel the new contracts recently placed 
have amounted to 50,000 tons, and specifications re- 
ceived on 46,000 tons, on contracts previously placed. 
Fully 100,000 tons of structural material is called for 
by the pending contracts. 

There has been a readjustment of the discounts on 
wrought iron and steel merchant pipe, but outside of 
this there is no particular change to note in steel prices. 

The Pittsburgh steel mills opened the year with their 
entire output engaged for four months. Consumers of 
crude steel, who have in many cases underestimated - 
their needs even for first quarter, must needs live in 
hand-to-mouth fashion until some of the steel capacity 
now under construction in the Pittsburgh district is put 
in operation. Fancy prices have been paid for small 
open-hearth billets. “Standard open-hearth billets sold 
during the week at $30, maker’s mill. The Bessemer 
billet situation is easier. 


PIG IRON. 


There is still a dull tone to the pig iron market, no 
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improvement being noted since the beginning of the 
new year. It would appear that the foundry people 
are pretty well supplied with iron for the first quarter, 
and therefore they are not likely to be active buyers 
this month. Their business is normal, and there is no 
particular hesitancy in accepting deliveries as fast as 
they are being made. 

The sales agents believe that there is a good volume 
of tonnage still unfilled for the second quarter, but that 
buyers are not likely to operate freely before February. 
Thereafter they are looking for a very heavy business, 
especially if prices remain on a reasonable basis. For 
the last half there is not yet very much doing, as the 
furnace men are not ready to open their books, except 
at a substantial advance over the current prices, while 
buyers do not feel like operating very extensively on 
this basis. 

The easier tone noted a week ago is still in evidence, 
though it cannot be learned that any further conces- 
sions have been made. The Alabama furnaces are now 
asking $14 ton f. o. b. Birmingham as a minimum 
price, though some of the furnaces are still quoting 
$14.50 ton. For Virginia iron the ruling quotation is 
$16@16.50 ton, Roanoke. Northern irons are steady 
For deliveries after July 1 slight premiums are being 
asked in all sections. Bessemer iron is unchanged at 
$19 ton at the furnace.

“Since the first of the year prices are noticeably firmer 
There seems to be -no reason to fear that there will not be 
demand for all the iron that can be produced, even granting 
that production will exceed all records 

“In the South there is a difference of feeling as regards 
price—some iron masters holding at $14.00 for No. 2 and some 
at $14.50. In the North the price is generally $17.00, with a 
premium for the last half 

“There is much trouble in moving iron promptly as the 
weather has tied up the railroads more or less. The coke 
siuation is really almost desperate as so many coke operators 
have been put out of business by the severity of the weathe: 
It looks as if there could be no betterment in railroad cendi 
tions for some time to come.”
